Please recog- 
nize that your elected officials are 
to direct the museum according to the 
wishes of the general membership. 
Some members have expressed and shown 
by their actions that they are not 
Satisified with the progress being 
made by the museum. Understandably 
so, as the work of achieving a 
permanent operating site has been 
extrememly frustrating. Other museum 
supporters have shown a desire to 
become active members “if the museum 
develops into anything worthwhile." 
The Minnesota Transportation Museum 
will not develop into a worthwhile 
museum without the zealous support of 
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the very ones who deride the museum for its inactivity. Each member should 
ask himself "Why do I want to participate in the Minnesota Transportation 
Museum?" Is this answer to preserve a piece of American heritage for our 
children? Or to provide a place where one can tinker around with heavy 
equipment? Or to establish a place where one can proudly demonstrate to 
others what we have done for our own interests? Whatever your ideas for the 
MTM may be, voice them to your elected officers, as well as to other members, 
No activities can progress without first letting it be known that you feel 
there is a need for a particular action, or that you feel that there is a better 
way of doing something, or that you feel the museum is failing to meet its 
objectives.
